OUR DIOCESAN 
HISTORY 


Steps of Progress Through One Hundred 
Years. 


ONE HUNDRED FAMILIES IN FORT WAYNE 
dear Flock; 

Mven after Fort Wayne was placed under the new 
tishop of Vincennes it continued to remain within the 
Province of Baltimore. 

At the time Fort Wayne was first visited by mis- 
sionariés practically all long trips were made by the then 
existing waterways. A route was traced by the clergy 
working out of Quebee whereby far-off Louisiana could 
he reached in the most direct manner. During this survey 
Maumee, the Wabash and the Ohio Rivers were dis- 
covered, together with the villages and towns which had 
been established at various points along the shores. 

Even some Protestants who wrote the early history 
of Indiana seem to be certain that the first white visitor 
to this territory was a Catholic priest; and this appears 
to be reasonable enough in view of the fact that the year 
assigned to the visit is 1675, which coincides with the 
time Father Marquette discovered the Mississippi and 
evangelized the Indians in northern Illinois. History that 
deals with this latter region tells of the offering of the 
Holy ov of the Maas for the first time on November 
lst, 1674, a few miles from the mouth of the Chicago 
river. The officiating clergyman was none other than the 
sainted Father Marquette of the Society of Jesus, who 
had the year previous pénetrated the hitherto unknown 
wilds of the northwest in company with Joliet. 

It is consoling to think that 266 years ago the Catho- 
lic Church pre-empted, so to say, the soil upon which Fort 
Wayne and Chicago are built. When Father Badin, the 
first priest ordained in the United States came along 160 
years later, he found a large percentage of Indians deeply 
attached to the Catholic Faith. Hence, during the inter- 
vening time, concerning which very little history has been 
written, the missionary must have made frequent visits 
to the Red men, whose fathers’ fathers had been baptized 
by Father Marquette and his companions. 

To protect the territory through which the mission- 
ary passed on his way to Louisiana from Canada, the 
French, erécted forts at strategic places, such as Detroit, 
Fort Wayne, Lafayette, Vincennes. Fort Wayne has some 
old residents who still remember the old fort at the junc- 
tion of the three rivers arotind which the colony of the 
Miami Indians grew up. Members of this tribe of Indians 
were still here in large numbers at the time the diocese 
of Vincennes was created. 

Fort Wayne was settled “even before Vincennes, 
while the whites were more numerous in the southern 
part.of Indiana, and in the southland generally speaking. 

Writing to Bishop Purcell, of Cincinnati, from Fort 
Wayne, in November, 1834, nine months before the See 
of Vincennes was established, Father Stephen Theodore 
Badin tells of purchasing a piece of ground here for a 
little church, and reports about 100 Catholic families as 
living here. It has probably not been known to many 
that the purchase of the property for the first church in 
Fort Wayne was made by the first priest ordained in this 
country. At this time Father Badin had his headquarters 
at Indian Village near what is now South Bend. 

A few weeks later the same priest writing again to 
his Bishop, but this time from his headquarters, says that 
he must return to Fort Wayne and go thence to the forks 
of the Wabash where Irish and German Catholics were 
anxious to have a chapel... The forks of the Wabash are 
a mile west of Huntington, where the house still stands 
in which several nominal chiefs of the Miami Indians 
lived after the tribe emigrated from this region. In the 
same letter Father Badin says that from Huntington he 
must go to Wabash, Peru and Logansport where chapels 
also needed. This errand was to be undertaken to 
solicit property as a gift or to purchase the same in case 
he could not receive it as a gift. 

The zealous missionary wrote a third letter from 
Huntington to his Bishop which bears the date of Septem- 
5°84. 1834, and in which he reminds the Bishop that 
he is observing on that day the 42nd anniversary of his 
ordination, He states that he personally would long to 
enter retirement in order to spend his last years in pre- 
paration for his end, but that there was still need for the 
missionary, even of his advanced age, to spend most of 
his time on horseback over difficult roads to minister 
widely scattered people. 

In this letter Father Badin reports to his Bishop that 
the largest Indian settlements were nearest the Michigan 
state line, and that they were well cared for by Father 
Seille. He reports that “the Indians are our best con- 
yregations.” 

It seems difficult to comprehend that this situation 
obtained in the area now covered by the diocese of Fort 
Wayne less than one hundred years ago.

COMMUNION OF SAINTS 
What is your name? If you had good Catholic parents 
you surely were named after some Saint. But what do you 
know about your patron Saint? You certainly should be fa- 
miliar with his or her life, and you should be on friendly, 
familiar terms with him or her. Whoever it is, he or she is 


a living personality, who once dwelt here on earth as you do, 
| but who now is a citizen of Heaven, closely associated with 
~ the angels, and most dear unto God Himself. On the one 
hand, he is interested in you because your folks selected him 


as your patron, and on the other hand, he has great power 
of intercession with your Father in Heaven, to Whom he 
was most faithful when he was on trial here below as you 
are. These two considerations should inspire great confidence 
in you. 

The basis of all confidence is power and willingness to 
help on the part of the one to whom we appeal. We have no 
confidence in the one who is able to help us, but is unwilling. 
Neither have we any confidence in the one who is not able 
to help us, no matter how willing. But if one is able to help 
us at the same time, we have reason to have unbounded confi- 
dence in him or her. But many Catholics never think of utter- 
ing a prayer to their heavenly patrons or even to their angel 
guardian, who was assigned to them directly by God Himself. 

See the contact we maintain with our friends here on 
earth. We keep up mail correspondence with them, call 
them up over the telephone, frequently visit them, and re- 
ceive their visits. We should be more interested in having a 
contact with our heavenly friends, because we certainly want 
to be one day where they are, and the aid which is in their 
power to secure for us will be greatly helpful towards leading 
us safely through life to the heavenly country. 

The radio should teach us the lesson of the facility of 
communicating with people who are remote from us. If 
we can hear the living voices of persons one thousand miles 
away, certainly Almighty God will see that our radio message 
will always reach His blessed children in Heaven. God sure- 
ly would never let the natural outdo the supernatural. He 
would make it more easy for people to communicate with 
Him or with His friends than with one another. The radio 
of our mind is never out of order while we maintain our 
reason, and there is never any static in the way of messages 
we send to Heaven. We know these things, but they are not 
at all realized. Vivid realization is all that the Catholic needs 
to lead him to “live by faith,”’ that is, to regulate his life 
according to the things he believes, and to find his greatest 
source of happiness in so living. 

Let us begin to use our powerful heavenly friends and 
advocates. Our patron Saint is intended to be an advocate 
with our Heavenly Father for us; the same is true of our 
angel guardian, who, as we learned in the little prayer we 
were taught as children, is ever at our side. Then we are 
supposed to know something about our patrons in order to 
honor them by following their example. We should observe 
the feasts of our patron Saint, holding some special devotion 
in his honor, and, if possible, offering a Holy Communion to 
Almighty God through his hands.
